ASHLAND POLITICAL HISTORY. 


With Sketches of the Leaders of the 
Great iriengular Contest. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 14.—To-morrow’s 
primaries will determine whether or not Col. 
W. C. P. Brecklnridge has the holdon the 
affections of the Democracy of the Ashiand 
District which he claimed he had when he 
declared: My nomination will bea step in 
the direction of public decency, personal 
veracity and good order.“ 

This declaration was made under the 
stimulus of a large and very friendly audi- 
ence, butit shows the immense egotism of 
the man, whom nothing can convince that 
he is not still the idol of the State. 

Bat there are Democrats here who, though 
not bitter partisans ofthe Breckinridge op- 
position, claim that the hero of the Pollard 


scandal has never had the hold on the con- 
fidence of the 2 ef Kentucky that he 
claimed. He had made a record for himself 
that did not accord with his claims, long 
before the Madeline Pollard affair. In 1873 
he was beaten for commonweatith attorney 
by J. Lawrence Jones. That was Breckin- 
ridge’s first candidacy before the people, 
and they beat him overwhelmingly. In 1884 
he was a candidate for delegate-at-large to 
the Democratic National Convestlon, and 
was defeated several times after that. Ais 
private record as an attorney was always 


against him. He had trouble with his 
clients, whose business suffered in his 
hands. 


Orne of these Bluegrass country Democrats 
who knows the political hfstory of the Ash- 
land district says this ef the present contest 
and Breckinridge’s opponent: In point of 
personal popularity Mr. Owens oversiiadows 
the sunniest days of Breckinbridge. He is not 
gifted in oratory, but he has other points of 
strength which make ud for that. He wat a 
member of the Legislature fiVe times, and 
Speaker of the Heusetwice. In 1892 he made 
a canvass for Congress against Joe Blackburn. 
In 18838 Owen was re-elected to the Legis- 
lature, and that winter was the one in which 
doe Biackburn and Cerro Gordo Williams 
eee themselves before the Kentucky 

gisiature as candidates for the United 
States Senate. Owen was selected 4 Joe 
Blackburn as his eaptain. It Kas a closely 
contested struggle, but Joe Blackburn was 
elected, and he owed it very largely to the 
generalship of Owen. 

When BlaekbDurn was elected to the Sen- 
ate it was understood that Owen was to take 
Blackburn's place in the lower house of Con- 
Kress. Breckinridge knew it, and he knew 
that Owen was entitled to it by all the rules 
of politics. But Breckinridge wanted the 
honor, and by reason vf his family name ana 
prestige he prevailed upon Col. William 
Lindsay, now one of the United States 
Sepators from Kentucky, and others, 
to imduce Owen to get out of the race. 
Breckinridge was re-elected in 1886 without 
opposition. in 1888 Owens wanted to make 
the race that had been promised long ago. 
Bat Col. Breckinridge pleaded with all of bis 
power and sincerity that ne be permitted to 
go back for one more term. He made the 
most solemn promise that if Owen would 
step aside for him once more he (Breekin- 
ridge) would not ask for the honor agaia. 

„It was expected that Mr. Cleveland would 
ve re-elected in 1888, and if he had been Col. 
Breckinridge was to have gone into the 
Cabinet. In 1890 Breckinridge refused to 
keep his promise to Owen. It is Delieved 
that if Owen hada insisted he would have de- 
feated ol. Breckinridge. But for personal 
reasons he refused, and he refused for sim- 
ilar reasons in 1892. But he told the people 
of his district In 1892 that he woulda be a can- 
didate this — and he would have been 
whether the Brecainridge-Poliard case had 
materialized or not. Breckinridge deceived 
Owen in 1888, and he has been the enemy of 
Owen ever since. 

Ths third man inthe race, for it is a tri- 
angular fight, is Evan Settle, the most bril- 
Mant platform talker in Keatucky, not bar- 
ring his silver-tongued competitor. In this 

ifthe is said to more nearly resemble Tom 

arshall than any man sines Marshall’s day. 
He is an omniverous reader and has a re- 
tentive memory. He is only 40 years old. 
He was elected County Attorney when 
barely of age; has been a presidential electur 
at large, and held other places of honor. 
Thre Owen people charge Settle with playing 
into the hand of Breckinridge. To-morrow’s 
vote will show whether this is true or not.

SPEED ON THE WAVE. 


The Remarkable Trip That Was Made by 
the Steamer Lucania. 


Lorpos, Sept. 4.—The remarkable per- 
formance of the Cunard Line steamer 
Lucanta, which arrived at Queenstown from 
New York at 8:47 this morning, bas created 


considerable excitement in shipping — 


and is a matter of public comment. 

The Lucania’s Gays’s run were 447, 512, 494, 
514, 606 and 887, making a total of 2,810 Knots; 
her average speed being 21.54 Knots, 

A singular feature of the trip is the fact 
that the Lucania’s records for both the east- 
ward and westward voyages are identically 
thej same, namely, five days, eight hours, 
thirty-eight minutes,. but on the present 
eastward trip she covered a distaace of 
twenty-three miles more than she did on her 
record-breaking trip last month. 

The Lucania dy her present performance 
firmly establishes her position as ‘‘Queen of 
the Sea, having crossed the ocean in both 
directions in less time than any other 
steamer. She holds the highest average 
hourly speed record, 21.90 Knots, made in 
June last, and her 560 Knots covered in one 
day in October, 1893, is still the record for 
the longest day’s run, The probabilities are 
that there will be no more record breaking 
this year, as September gales are about due. 


_ MALFEASANCE 


Charged Agatest Warden Face ef the 
Misseuri Penitentiary. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Sept. 14.—W. R. 
Belt, who was until recently usher at the 
Penitentiary, but was discharged by Warden 
Pace, to-day flled with the Board of Prison 
Inspectors charges of malfeasance in office 
against the Warden. The charges are of a 
serious nature and if substantiated will 
doubtless result in a recommendation by the 
doard of his removal from office. The 
charges in brief are as follows: 

1. That the Warden did at divers times 
supply his private tables with meat taken 
from the penitentiary, which said meat is 
purchased and paid for by the State for the 
use of the convicts. 

2. That he permitted the wife of a certain 
convict to bring in the prison for the use of 
her husband eggs, butter and other delica- 
cies and — no inspection being made of 
these goods. 

8. That he permitted two favored prisoners 
to receive and send out mail under cover of 
envelo addresed to the Warden himself, 
the inside package intended forthe prison- 
ers 1 sealed and delivered unopened. 

4. That he dressed out certain favored 
prisoners, upon leaving the penitentiary, 
with clothing much more expensive than al- 
lowed by the State, and charged the same to 
the State. 

5. That the negro mall carrier was trapped 
by Mr. Belt with the assistance of the postal 
authorities and proven to have at divers 
times stolen mail intended for the convicts 
from the mall pouch between the post - omee 
and the penitentiary, aud that the thefts 
were reported to thejwarden asa matter for 
seriogs action, but instead ofthe negro do- 
ing d from the service or punished 
for the crime, forsome unknown reason, he 
was by the warden and continued 


in ce.

The Ex Minister Talks of the Republican

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 14.—Ex-Minister 
Egan, who spends mostofhis time in New 
York, gave his views to-day on the Repub- 
lican outlook inthe Empire State, which is 
engrossing nearly all the attention of the 
politicians here at present. ‘‘When the Re- 
publican Convention meets in Saratuga next 
week,’’ said he, there will de no other 
gubernatorial candidate practically than 
the Hon. Levi P. Morton. All alleged oppo- 
sition to him will meltaway and he will go 


in ou the first ballot with a tidal wave of en- 
thusiasm. He is the man above ali others to 
lead the Republicans toa sweeping victory, 
and his election is just as sure as his nomina- 
tion. No Republican feels the slightest 
doubt about the success of the State ticket. 


A TALK WITH WILSON. 


The West Virginia Cemgressman Inter- 
viewed em Tariff? Matiers. 


Lonpon, Sept. 14.—Hon, W. L. Wilson, Con- 
gressman from West Virginia, has arrived 
here, and was to-day interviewed at the Ho- 
tel Savoy. He said he was perfectly well, 
his health having been improved greatly on 
the voyage over. Hewas, he said, ona 
pleasure trip, and would sail for New York 


on Sept. 29. 

In regard to the tariff bill, he said he con- 
sidered the bill which the House of 
Representatives passed a far better measure 
than the bill passed dy the Senate, though 
even with this, he Delleved that Americans 
would be able to hold their own with the 
trading worla better than they were formerly 
able to do. 

Mr. Wilson did not give a direct answer to 
the question as to how the bill would affect 
British trade. Hesaid the bill was purely 
American and was framed for Americans. 

The Democrats, he said, were a low tariff 
party. He would not venture to say 
whether the party intended to make any 
further move in that direction.

Instructed to Forward Certain Revela- 
tions to the Vatican. 


CONCERN OVER ALLEGED CONNECTION 
OF TAMMANY AND THE PRIESTHOOD 


Mgr. Satelli Declares He Has Sent to 
Reme Ne Charges Against Arch- 
bishop Corrigan—BRemers of the 
Papal Delegate’s Recali-—Fr. Burt- 
sell.Grows Silent and Mystericus. 


New YORK, Sept. 14.—The presence of Mgr. 
Ducey at all the recent sessions of the 
Lexow Committee has caused much gossip, 
particularly as it was hinted that he was 
there acting under orders from Rome, This 
rumor the monsignor himself supports in the 
following letter printed this morning. He 
says: I know the truth of the statement 
made thatthe Vatican had looked into the 
reported condition of things in New York, 
and lam delighted. It is very unfortunate 
that people have been unkind enough to 
couplefaimmany corruption with theCatholic 
name, anditis very fortunate for our good 
name that the Catholics as well as the non- 
Catholies of New York can have the assur- 
ance that Leo XIII. and those close to him ia 
the Vatican show that they are vigilant sen- 
tinels on the watch tower, and that the 
good name of Catholics is sacredly guarded 
by them in this great and far-distant 
Republic. 

Afew days ago I received letters from a 
very distinguished dignitary very near the 
Holy Father. The first letter is dated Rome, 
Aug. 17, and a second letter bears the date 
Rome, Aug. 22. Both of these communica- 
tions make reference to the Lexow investi- 
gation. Here is an extract from the first: 

A few Gays ago,“ says my correspondent, 
‘*I hada long interview with Cardinal —— 
and had to go into details about the Lexow 
investigation and its disclosures, and the 


history of Tammany.’’ 

The second letter has the following pas- 
sage: 

„»The communications that have reached 
the Vatican in relation to Tammany have 
certainly imposed a deep impression.’’ 

I have been requested in these commun 
cations to put certain information in form 
and forward it immediately to the Vatican. 
I am delighted at the interest for a moral 
purification by the head of the Church, anda 
I trust that my non-Catholic brethren will be 
kind enongh to stop impugning the fair name 
of our Church and not hold it responsible for 


the corruption that exists. 

She priesthood Is deeply interested in all 
that concerns the wellare and purity of this 
city, and in its ranks there are men who 
have sacrificed themselves in every way to 
aud to the fair name of New Tork and of the 
whole country. 

In further confirmation of the extracts 
which Ihave submitted I might refertoa 
telegram directing me howto act in certain 
public matters. From these letters and tele- 
grams youmay understand Why l am just 
now watching the Lexow investigation with 
pecullar interest, 

Remarkaslie as were the revelations before 
the committee in its first session, still more 
astounding and wonderful is their work 
since Monday last. The facts presented to the 
puiblie during the present week must appeal 
to every well-disposed person and make 
each and every honest citizen of this com- 
munity, be he Tammany Hall Democrat, In- 
dependent or Republican, ask: What is my 
obligation before God and man in view of 
the evidence before me. 

I do not think that any father of a family, 
any brother who hasa sense of his obliga- 
tion to the purity of his family name, can 
rest in peace and claim that he has any idea 
of the obligations to family purity unless be 
shows that he is roused to indignation and 
action to preserve the good name and honor 
of this fair city. Itis true that our good 
Mayor, Mr. Gilroy, thinks, if he has been re- 
ported correctly since his return from Eu- 
rope, that the angel which watches over the 
interests of this city is an angel of 
such infinite purity of vision, and ciothed 
with wings of such infinite dimensions that 
he can cover, and has covered with his pro- 
tecting pinions all the childrea of this vast 
city, and saved them from the biight and 
stain of indecency. 

Paris and London, in the judgment of our 
good Mayor, have neither the moral nor ma- 
terial cleaniiness of this pure ey tmat is 
protected from contagion by its guardian 
angel, Tammany Hall. No intelligent man, 
nor woman or child that has visited Paris, 
London, Berlin or Vienna will doubt the 
statement of our Mayor, butthe respectable 
men and women who have visited these 
cities, and who agree with his honor, must 
be of that number who have eyes and see 
not, and ears and hear not.

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BEM’S ADVENTURES.

Thrilling Incidents inaTrip Through 
South America on Foot, 


ATTACKED BY INDIANS, ANAOCONDAS 
AND A HERD OF ALLIGATORS. 


Herr Bem is Finding Out Whether It Is 
Possible to Build a Railroad to the 
Argentine Republic—Two Companions 
Deserted Him After Walking 700 
Miles. 


Special Correspondence PosT-DISPATCH. 

PANAMA, Sept. 1.—The pedestrian on his 
way from Buenos Ayres to Chicago is stop- 
ping here to recuperate. His arrival com- 
pletes half—and the most difficult part—of 
his adventuresome journey. In oneyearand 
nine months 5,844 miles of ground have been 
traversed, 

It was on Aug. 8, 1892, that Herr Antonio 
Bem, an Austro-Hungarian engineer and 
scientist attached to the Geographical and 
Astronomical Institution of Buenos Ayers, 
undertook to make the joarney on foot from 
that capital to Chicago, ostensibly to go to 
the great exposition, but really to report to 
the Argentine Government on the feasibility 
of the proposed Pan-American railway 
route. 

Argentina has her own system of rallways, 
and the idea was to ascertain whether she 
would be justified in contributing to the 
cost of a trunk road to connect her na- 
tional lines directly with those of North 
America. 

So while Engineer Kelly was tracking it 
with flourish of trumpets and a wel- 
equipped expedition from Quito to Cuzco, 
and Engineer Shunk was working northward 
through Ecuador and Colombia, Herr Bem 
was slowly and carefully covering the ground 
between Buenos Ayres and Panama, 

This, in brief, is the secret history of the 
expedition, perhaps one of the most remark.- 
able on record. Much ado was made over 
Stanley’s journey across Africa, effected. 
with a small army, well equipped and pro- 
visioned. Herr Bem has traversed the length 
of the South American Continent practically 
alone and made observations which, though 
necessarily superficial, may materially affect | 
the destiny of the great enterprise designed 
to link the nations of (the New World into 
closer commercial and perhaps political 
union by means of the iron horse; for, ac- 
cording to Bem, epeve — — to prevent ;

UNION DEPOT AND PROPLE’S BAILWAYS 
MUST REGULATE THEIR FURNACES. 


President Green Raises the Point That 
Neo One but the City Attorney Can 
Kile an Iufermation, and He Cannot 
Delegate Bis Power. 


The Smoke Abatement Association came 
out with fying colors in the First District 
Police Court this morning. Judge Morris 
figaing the Union Depot Raliroad Co. and the 
People’s Rallway Co. $0 each for violating 
the smoke ordinances. 

Both Jjadgments were rendered by default, 
neither of the defendants being represented 
in court. The prosecution, however, was 
on hand in full force, its personnel including 
President L. D. Kingsland, Secretary James 
Cox, Attorney Eugene McQuillin and 
Inspectors H. E. Tuttle, C. W. L. Scott 
of the Smoke Adatement Association, 
City Smoke Inspectors fox and Knickemeyer 
and Messrs. Given Campbell, H. O. Ohris- 
topher, W. 8. Simpson and James M. Fran- 
ciscas of the Lafayette Park Property 
Owners’ Association. 

The association has been fighting for a 
year to make John Scullin abate the smoke 
which, they charge, exudes from the. smoke- 
stack of the Union Depot Rallway Co.’s 
power house om the corner of Missouri and 
Geyer avenues. They applied tothe Cireuit 
Court for an injunction to restrain the com- 
pany from emitting such smoke, but the 
Court dismissed the injunction on the ground 


that it was a criminal and not a civil offense. 
Then the Smoke Abatement Association took 
the matter up. 

Two weeks ago the Union Depot Rallway 
Co. was summoned into the First District 
22 Court and the case coatinued tili to- 

Gay to give the defendant time to abate the 
smoke. 

At to-day’s hearing half a dozen witnesses 
testified that the stack has been emitting 


dense volumes of smoke every day in the la- 


terval. Mr. Tuttle testified that he had ob- 
served the smoke-stack on six different days 
and found that the smoke exuding there- 
from was from 72 to 84 deg. of the densest 
possible. He also said he had examined the 
plant and found wilifal negiect on the part 
of the company to property use t ters 
effectively. Messrs. Cempbdell, Simpson, 
Christopher, Scott and Knickemeyer ali testi- 
fed tothe same effect and the 80 fine was 
im posed. 

When the People’s Rallway case was called 
the defendant falledtoanswer. Judge Mor- 
is had, however, received a letter from 
its President, Charies Green, in which he 
Aled a brief asking that tle information 
against his company be quashed. He argued 
that the information was illegal, as it bad 
been fied by Acting City Attorney Murphy, 
citing authorities to show that the City At- 
torney could not delegate anyone to issue in- 
formations for bim. He also said that a 
person to be qualified to issue informations 
should be confirmed by the Council as well as 
appointed by the Mayor, and he 
contended that as Murphy had not been 
confirmed dy the Councilhe dad no power 
to issue informations. 

Judge Morrig said he didn’t have time to 
look up the matter just then, bat would 
overrule the o!:jection and hear the testi- 
mony, Mr. Knickemeyer testined that the 
People’s Rallway Co.’s power-house stack, 
on Park and Second Carondelet avenues, had 
emitted volumes of thick gray and dense 
black smoke and the court fined the de- 
jemdant 350. 


HOLMAN’S MASTODON. 


Tre Beard ef Health Thimk it an Ad- 
vertising Dedge. 


Water Commissioner Holman isthe proud 
possessor of the bones of a mastodon which 
were found near Baden yesterdsy by work- 
mea who were making excavations there. 
Commissioner Holman ig not sure whether 
the bones are those of a mastodonor not. 
bat he believes they are, because he says 
they could de the bones of nothing else. 


This morning Commissioner Holman held 
a sort of levee over the bones, while the other 
City Hall officials stood at a respectful dis- 
tance and admired the gigantic specimens 
of osseous formation, of which Mr. Holman 
is so proud, Auditor Brown saidthat the 
bones were not those of a mastodon at all, 
but were probably tnose of some circus ele- 
phant that, becoming weary in his pere- 
grinations, had committed suicide years 
ago at Baden and had been 
given a decent burial. Auditor Brown 
professed to recollect sucha legend in con- 
nection with the history of Baden, but Water 
Commissioner Holman would not allow all 
the romance to be taken outof his discovery 

and suppressed Auditor Brown. 

About that time Comptroller Sturgeon came 
Into the Water Commilssioner’s A 
fice. He looked the bones incredu- 
lously for a mrorent and then 
addressed Water Comnuiissioner Holman as 
follows: 

**Holman,you know these are not the bones 
of a mastodon. Mastodons never roamed 
about Baden, nor is there apy reason to be. 
lieve that Baden is underlaid with ivory 
tusks, pollueid enamel and 
gerated bones. I 
much in mastodons 
when one tries to convince me that one ot 
these overgrown aunlmals used to roam 
around there, I am sure de is mistaken. 
Anyway how could there be a mas todon 
buried in Baden and Councilman Gast be 
ignorant of the fact?’’ 

With this Comptrolier Sturgeon left the 
room and Mr. Holman threw apiece of tar- 
paulin over the largest bone. 

The Board of Health is interested in Com. 
missioner Homan’s assertion that he has 
round the frame work of a mastodon 
and itis said that the august and awe-in- 
epiring body is investigating its power to 
pr refer charges against Water Commissioner 

olman foradvertising himself. The Board 
of Health felta little irritated when the 

Commissioner began his 
fever experiments. The 
chasing microbes and 
of telling a man who has typhold fever what 
caused it devolves, the board believes, upon 
itself and not . u the Water Commissioner. 
The power to scover mastodons and pro- 
claim such 2— to the world, the 
Board of Health believes, does not lie within 
the province of the Water Com. 
missioner, Holman, however, says that 
if the Board of Health Dersists 
in belittling his discovery he will take it to 
the City Hospital and present it to Dr. Heine 
Marks. ‘This threat has discouraged the 
Board of Health and it is provable that mr. 
Holman wiil be leftin peaceable possession 
of the bones discovered sixteen feet under 
the ground. City Counselor Marshall has 
not yet givenan opinion upon the question 
asto whether the bones Delong to the city 
or to Commissioner Holman.

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TWO AUTHORITATIVE OPINIONS. 


The highest political authorities in both 
the Democratic and Republican parties 
have passed on the action of the Police 
Board in shaking up the force.

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MARCHING FROM FUSAN TO SEOUL. 


ine From Their Commands—Bisck 
Chief Liu Tant Fu Operating in For- 
mose—Disastrous Fire at Chung 
Kine. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.<If the “reports re- 
eeived here trom Corea are to be believed 
there would seem to be no doubt that the 
Japanese forces operating against the Cni- 
nese are lixely to be hemmed in. 
received here from Fusan bring additional 
confirmations of the reports that the whole 
of Southern Corea bas risen against 
the Japanese. It also seems to 
be confirmed that the Japanese 
force of 2,000 men who attempted to march 
from Fusan to Seoul have met with disaster 


the former place with 1,200 of their number 
missing. From this it is judged that serious 
fighting must have taken place, as it is not 
believed that the 1, 00 missing soldiers wil! 
reach Fusan. 
arrived at Fusan in order to protect the 
Japanese settlement at that place against an 
anticipated attack upon the part of the 
armed bands of Tonghaks gathering in the 
neighborhood, 

Gen. Liu Yang Fu, Blaek Flag Chief of 
Anral, at the end of August attempted to 
transport 5600 soldiers from 3watow to For- 
mosa, but hearing rumors thata Japanese 
squadron was cruising in the vicinity of For - 
mosa the captain of the steamer engaged to 
transport the Chinese troops would not put 
to sea in spite of the entreaties and threats 
of the black fag general. Nothiag daunted, 
Gen. Liu Yung Fa succeeded in omugeiing his 
men across to the island in small parties, 
in any boats he could obtain 
possession . of, and whenever there 
wasa chance of so doing. In this connec- 
tion it is reported that the transport steamer 
referred to was afterward overhauled by 
three Japanese cruisers who sent boats of 
armed men to board her. The Japanese 
officers demanded the ship's papers, carefully 
examined and then searched tbe steamer, 
evidently having received information to the 
effect that Gen. Liu Yung Fu was likely to be 
on board of her. 

A Gisastrous Are. attended with considera- 
bie loss of life, is reported to have a ng 
at Chung-King om the evening of Aug. % 
The conflagration is said to have raged ail 
night, aud defore midnight the whole of the 
southeast portion of the city was in flames. 
About thirty persons are Known to have per- 
ished in the fre, and it is probable that this 
number is far less than that which will even 
tually be shown to represent the actual loss 
of life. Itis roughly estimated that the loss 
by the fre will amount to fully 10,900,000 tae ls. 
About 2,000 Dulldings were destro ed, includ- 
ing part of the Taotais amen (city hall) and 
three Chinese temples. No foreign houses 
were burned. 

Further advices say that the loss by the fre 
at Chung King will amount to 15,000,000 taels. 
Chuang-King Is situated on the upper portion 
of the Yang-tee Kiang. 

Further detalls received from Corea say 
that the Japanese force of 3,00 men 
was sent to attempt to open up a line of 
communication detween Fusan and Seoul. 
Their advance was Opposed by the Coreans 
in force, who eventualiy compelled the Jap- 
anese to return to Fusan with a loss of 1,200 
men, as before reported. 

The 2,000 men sent to reinforce the Jap- 
anese are now guarding Sorio, which is ex- 
pected to be attacked by the Longnaks.

_ PorTianp, Ore., Sept. 14.—An information, 
with iaterrogatories and an order of court 
made by Judge Stearns, have been served on 
a numder of banks in this city dy District 
Attorney Hume, appearing for the State of 
Oregon, The information purports to be 
issued by Girection of Gov. Pennoyer. It al- 
leges that the bangs for the past seven years 


have received divers and sundry deposits, 
the depositors of which have died intestate 
in this State, and that such deposits are in 
the custody of the banks, that the deposits 
have escheated to the state of Oregon; that 
in order to recover said escheated property 
it is mecessary to institute actions at law. 
Gov. Pennoyer said: ‘*The instructions 
wen by me tothe District Attorney to Die a 
Ein of discovery requiring bank officers to 
answer certain interrogatories, I am com- 
polled by law to give, and no trifling will be 
allowed in regard to the matter. If the 
courts issue definite orders and the Dank 
officers Gisreaard them they must be pun- 
ished for contempt of court, and it there is 
no law sufficient to compel the answer I will 
ask the next Legislature to enact one. If, 
however, the courts trifie with the law by not 
stipulating a definite and limited time, | will 
ask the next Legisiature to remove the re- 
calcitrant judges from office.
